A new and ominous note was injected into the charges on March 6, when the 
Pai«p*ing radio charged that oh February 29 the Us had utilised baoteriologloal 
weapons also against lfatnohurla* This oharge became the basis for statements 
by Chou Ezu>lal and tho official Pelop’ing People 9 s Dally whioh charged that 
tho US was using Bff against Manchuria with the "obvious aim of wrecking the 


arsis ties talks in Korea, prolonging and expending the aggressive war in Korea, 
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and ite instigating of new •wars** B»m statomonts, subsequently amplified 
by otter propaganda sources, threatened that American air-foroe personnel 
captured while "invading" Chinese territory would be dealt with &a war 
criminals* The statements called upon "peace-loving people* to "rise up* and 
upon OS * satellite* oountrles to protest against the "sinful designs" of the 

IB Government© 

Qtt March 14 the PSi-p’ing radio extended its charges to China proper

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Although the BE oharge s will have inevitable re perous stone In the 
«mse»fire negotiations. there has bean no major effort to tie the 
chargee into the propaganda concerning the talks* other than to oharge 
that the 08 la delaying the talks In order to oompleta ita alleged W 
experiments and to atnto that the Chine so and Koreans mat not bo dissuaded 
from con tinned efforts to strike * still heavier blows" against the American 
"aggressors." Hor has the Bff oanpaign been oloeely oonneoted with the other 
thane* of Communist propaganda in Asia. There hat been no effort to 
connect the BE charges with the ohargea that the Bs is plotting aggression 
in southeast Asia, nor have the BW ohargea boon linked to the Slno-Soviet 
alliance. The oharge. of Japanese complicity in American EM research, that 
nar. prominent in m propaganda campaign, in 1950 and 1951 . have been repeated 
but the Japanese have not been oharged with participating direotly in the 
actual dropping of infoetod vermin or inseat.. The only Chinese Communist 
propaganda stataasnt that linked the B'J ohargea to the Sino-Soviot allianoo. 
ms one issued on tfaroh 10 by the Sino-Soviot Friondahlp Aeeooiation in 
Seizing, whioh stated that "undar the unity of China and the Soviet tfaicn. 
any treacherous American soheme will bo completely crushed.’' The abeenoe 
of more prominent etatemente of this type in the present oanpaign ie all 
the more remarkable in view of the extravagant emphasis given by Pei-p»ing 
to the strategic oepeote of the Sino-Soviet allianoe on the oooaeion of the 
anniversary of the Sino«Soviet treaty on February 14. 

The Chinese Communist and north Korean propaganda has emphasised that 
"preventive" measures are being taken against toe alleged B* campaign. la 
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aorth Kona the Comnunist Military Ccomlttee on February 20 tad 29 designated 
oertatn "danger tooaa" and ordered widespread anti-apidaado meeauree, 
including quarantine, inoculations, and sanitation Matures, oonmmioa- 

tioae priority for all "anti-apidanio information." la China "antioapidaado 
taana" for Korea were organised in major oitiea, the first of which was reported 
to have arrived in Korea on March 3. Similar teams were apparently formed 
locally for uoo in the areas of China and Hanohuria aubjeoted to the alleged 
SR attaoks* In addition a Chinese Conssunist investigating conaaiesian 
has been dispatched to Korea, headed by toe. U Teh-ehuan (toe. Peng Yu-haiang), 

the Minister of Health of the Pei-p»ing rogimo. 

The BH charges have received what is probably the heaviest and 
moat oontinous propaganda coverage of any reoont Chinoae Communist propaganda 
campaign. Almost a quarter of all raoontly monitored items on the various 
regional Chinese radio services dealt with BJf chargee. The treatment accorded 
the subject* Bei-p* ing has apparently been roughly the asms, whether directed 
at domeatio or foreign audienoea. The coverage in nbrth Korea has been 
similarly intensive®
